RESULT OF THE LATE COUNCIL AT THE PINE) 
OF STREET CHURCH. 


Difficulties having, for some years, existed in this| 
chureb; pursuant to letters missive, an Ecclesinsti-| 
cal Council assembled atthe Pine street meeting- 
house, on July %h, 1850, at S P. M.—by the unani-| 
mous desire of the church—to advise toward the set-| 
tlement of the same The Council was composed of | 
the Orthodox churches of the city proper, and of those | 
at Fast and South Boston, Chelsea, Cambridge and 
Cambridgeport, Newton Corner, West Newton, 
Brookline, Roxbury, and the Wiotbrop church in| 
Charlestown; fweenty one in all.—'The Council orga-| 











pized by the choice of Rew. N, Adams, D. D., Mod- 
erator, and Rey, W.S. Leavitt, Seribe. After the 


opening of business, the committee of the church; 
presented a written expression of opinion that the

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Seminary, N. Y., sailed for China, to join the 
Fuhehau mission, Nov. 11, 1847. There he 
is still engaged in the study of the Fuh-chau 
dialect, and in such direct efforts for the com- 
munication of truth to the people, as his cir- 
cumstances allow.

A small dose of ether, administered in the follow- 
lowing manner, it is said, will enable any owner of 
bees to remove their honey without injury either to 
himself or them.

The 
s tube should be fixed air tight in the flask 
with a cork in the usual way, and the entrance 
| Bete of the hive should also be closed with gla- 
zier's putty, dough, or any similar substance, 
after the other end of the tube bas been in- 
serted into it. If a flask be not at band, a 
thin phial may be used instead of it. The op- 
eration must be performed inthe evening.
